I  beg  to  submit  herewith  my  third  and  final  report  as  Treasurer  of 
the  "Pennsylvania  Council  of  National  Defense  and  Committee  of 
Public  Safety."  Taken  together  with  the  previous  general  reports 
made  on  June  7,  1918,  and  January  7,  1919,  and  printed  and  distributed 
for  public  information,  this  covers  a  period  from  the  inauguration  of 
the  work,  April  14,  1917,  to  its  close,  October  15,  1919,  inclusive.  Cer- 
tain detailed  statements  and  data  accompany  this  general  report,  which 
deals  with  the  total  figures  representing  the  funds  disbursed  by  the 
Council  as  one  of  the  agents  of  the  Commonwealth  during  the  war. 
Your  attention  is  invited  to  these,  as  well  as  to  the  closing  accounting 
with  the  new  "Pennsylvania  Commission  of  Public  Welfare."  Previous 
published  reports  set  forth  the  system  of  accounting  and  such  details  are 
not  now  repeated. 

The  terms  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  June  26,  1919,  approved 
by  Governor  Sproul  on  July  18,  1919,  provide  that  the  books,  docu- 
ments, and  correspondence  of  the  Council  shall  be  available  for  the 
use  of  the  new  Commission ;  and  these  will  accordingly  be  left  in  the 
offices  now  occupied,  and  the  same  will  be  in  charge  of  that  Commis- 
sion. 

All  original  bills  and  voucher  receipts  for  their  payment  have 
been  audited  by  the  Auditor  General  each  month,  and  will  remain  in 
his  office  at  Harrisburg  as  required  by  law. 

Acknowledgment  will  doubtless  be  made  by  the  Commission  for 
the  custody  of  these  books  and  papers,  and  also  for  sundry  detailed 
items  for  their  current  use. 

As  you  have  been  the  inspiration  of  the  Council  throughout  its 
existence  and  in  every  detail  of  its  work,  I  cannot  make  a  final  report 
to  you  without  an  expression  of  admiration  of  the  service  you  gave 
during  the  two  and  a  half  years,  and  also  of  personal  pleasure  in  hav- 
ing been  one  of  the  many  under  your  leadership.

The  following  classification  of  expense  accounts  distributes  the 
amounts  paid.  The  text  shows  the  character  of  expenses  included  in 
the  various  accounts  enumerated  below: 

1.  Salaries: 

Pay  of  employees  in  all  Departments  excepting  salaries  paid  to  County 
Executive  Secretaries,  employees  of  their  offices,  and  employees  in 
offices  of  County  Federal  Food  Administrators. 

2.  Rents: 

Charges  covering  payment  of  rent  of  all  offices,  except  County  Coun- 
cils and  Committees'  expenses  for  rents.   Chargeable  to  account  9. 

3.  Office  Incidental  Expenses: 

Cost  of  usual  office  sundries. 

4.  Stationery  and  Printing: 

Cost  of  stationery,  such  as  letter  paper,  envelopes,  ink,  pens,  blotters, 
books,  typewriters,  typewriter  ribbons,  printed  circulars,  posters  or 
hangers  for  distribution,  etc. 

5.  Furniture  and  Fixtures: 

Cost  of  desks,  chairs,  tables,  window  shades,  awnings,  etc. 

6.  Postage: 

Cost  of  stamps,  parcel  post,  etc. 

7.  Advertising: 

Cost  of  notices  or  printed  matter  in  newspapers  or  periodicals. 

8.  Telegraph  and  Telephone: 

Charges  for  telegrams,  messenger  service,  rent  for  telephone  and 
charges  for  telephone  service. 

9.  Expenses  of  County  Committees: 

Salaries  of  County  Executive  Secretaries,  employees  of  their  offices, 
and  allowance  for  office  rent,  stationery,  etc.,  of  both  Men's  and 
Women's  Committees. 

10.  Camp  Supplies  and  Expenses,  Boys'  Working  Reserve: 

Cost  of  tents  and  other  materials,  expenses  of  cooks,  supplies,  etc. 

11.  Photographic  Supplies  and  Expenses: 

Cost  of  photographs,  prints,  lettering  slides,  moving  pictures  and 
other  slides  and  expenses  in  connection  with  moving  picture  demon- 
strations. 

12.  Home  Defense  Police  Supplies  and  Expenses: 

Cost  of  badges,  arm  bands,  whistles,  billies,  etc. 

13.  Military  Supplies  and  Expenses: 

Charges  in  connection  with  registration  and  recruiting,  other  than 
printing  and  postage. 

14.  Naval  Supplies  and  Expenses: 

Charges  in  connection  with  naval  recruiting,  other  than  printing  and 
postage. 

15.  Traveling  and  Incidental  Expenses  Thereof: 

Railroad  fares,  lodgings,  meals,  etc.,  of  employees  while  traveling  on 
official  business  of  the  Committee. 
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16.  Publicity  Expenses: 

Cost  of  metal  plates  and  other  methods  of  furnishing  material  to  news- 
papers throughout  the  State. 

17.  Food  Conservation  Train — Expenses  of: 

All  expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  Food  Conservation  Train 
traveling  through  State  for  eight  months. 

18.  War  Kitchens — Expenses  of: 

All  expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  War  Kitchens. 

19.  County  Federal  Administration — Expenses  of: 

Salaries  of  employees  in  offices  of  County  Federal  Food  Administra- 
tors, and  allowance  for  office  rent,  stationery,  traveling,  etc. 

20.  Miscellaneous: 

Charges  not  otherwise  provided  for  above.

REMARKS 

Within  thirty  days  after  the  Armistice  on  November  11,  1918, 
steps  were  taken  by  the  Executive  Committee  to  close  the  activities 
of  "The  Pennsylvania  Council  of  National  Defense  and  Committee  of 
Public  Safety,"  it  being  the  wish  of  the  members  to  bring  the  work  to 
a  final  conclusion  as  rapidly  as  should  be  found  consistent  with  the 
interests  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  bulk  of  this  was  accomplished  in  due  course  in  January,  1919. 
After  conference  with  the  Governor,  a  portion  of  the  work  was  con- 
tinued at  his  request  until  it  could  be  taken  over  under  leglislative 
enactment  then  proposed,  which  should  authorize  the  creation  of  a 
new  "Pennsylvania  Commission  of  Public  Welfare"  to  be  charged 
with  duties  set  forth  in  such  Act  of  Assembly.  This  Act  was  passed 
by  the  Legislature  upon  June  26,  1919,  and  the  Commission  was 
organized  thereunder  on  September  30,  1919,  and  arranged  to  take 
over  the  work  of  the  "Pennsylvania  Council  of  National  Defense  and 
Committee  of  Public  Safety"  at  the  close  of  business,  October  15,  1919. 
Under  these  conditions,  therefore,  certain  activities  have  been  carried 
on  from  February  1,  1919,  to  October  15,  1919,  inclusive,  a  period  of 
nine  and  one-half  months  and  are  summarized  under  the  following 
nine  heads :

As  to  these  it  may  be  said,  for  the  purpose  of  record  merely,  that 
as  to : 

1.  Civic  Relief:  The  amount  shown  as  expended  was  due  for 
outstanding  bills  at  the  time  when  the  department  closed  its  work 
in  December,  1918. 

2.  Civilian  Service  and  Labor:  This  department  has  twenty- 
three  employment  offices  in  various  localities  throughout  the  State, 
which  were  required  to  remain  open  and  active  in  securing  places  for 
returning  soldiers,  and  to  aid  in  stabilizing  industrial  conditions  in 
the  State.  The  number  of  these  offices  was  gradually  reduced  as  war- 
ranted by  conditions  to  a  total  of  nine  remaining  in  service  on  Octo- 
ber 15,  1919. 

3.  Food  Supply:  This  amount  was  for  outstanding  bills,  prin- 
cipally the  expenses  of  transportation  of  the  Food  Conservation  Trains 
sent  to  all  parts  of  the  State,  and  not  completely  rendered  by  the 
railroad  companies  through  the  United  States  Federal  Railroad  oper- 
ation until  some  months  after  the  completion  of  the  service  furnished. 

4.  General  Administration:  This  item  covers  the  salaries  and 
expenses  and  rent  of  offices  for  the  accounting,  stenographic,  tele- 
phone, filing,  mailing  departments,  which  were  reduced  as  rapidly  as 
the  service  could  be  dispensed  with,  there  being  on  October  15th  one 
Treasurer's  Accountant  and  his  necessary  clerks  and  stenographers  to 
make  the  final  accounting  and  payments. 

5.  Volunteer  Home  Defense  Police :  This  department  is  still  in 
existence  and  operation  throughout  the  State  and  is  turned  over  to 
the  proper  State  authorities. 

6.  Publicity  (Americanization)  :  This  department,  being  a  per- 
manent educational  bureau,  has  been  retained  in  service  and  is  turned 
over  to  the  proper  State  authorities. 

7.  Expenses,  Local  Committees :  All  of  the  sixty-nine  County 
Committees,  which  were  in  active  operation  during  the  war,  were 
disbanded  as  of  December  31,  1918,  except  those  in  Allegheny,  Erie, 
Lackawanna  and  Philadelphia.  These  four  were  continued  in  exist- 
ence in  order  to  finish  important  work,  and  each  one  has  been  finally 
closed. 

8.  War  History  Commission:  This  department,  under  the 
Chairmanship  of  Honorable  William  C.  Sproul,  Governor  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, naturally  continues  its  work. 
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9.  Woman's  Committee :  The  work  of  this  department  through- 
out the  State  was  of  such  an  important  character  in  numerous  direc- 
tions that  it  could  not  be  terminated  abruptly,  and  it  was  finally 
brought  to  a  conclusion  upon  July  31,  1919. 

If  the  Council  and  Committee  had  terminated  its  activities  in 
accordance  with  its  own  wish  as  of  January  31,  1919,  its  summary  of 
receipts  and  expenses  at  that  time  would  have  been  as  follows :

As  indicated  in  the  foregoing  pages  of  this  report,  at  the  close  of 
business  October  15,  1919,  there  was  a  bank  balance  of  $412.77,  which 
was  refunded  Honorable  Frank  B.  McClain,  Treasurer  of  the  Commis- 
sion of  Public  Safety  and  Defense,  and  a  copy  of  the  complete  financial 
transactions  between  the  respective  Treasurers  of  the  Commission  and 
the  Council,  certified  to  in  triplicate  for  auditing  and  filing  by  each 
Treasurer,  is  herewith  attached  (marked  Exhibit  "A")  as  a  part  of  this 
final  report,  for  the  information  of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  "Pennsylvania  Council  of  National  Defense  and  Commit- 
tee of  Public  Safety"  and  also  of  the  Executive  Officers  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania. 

The  furniture  purchased  from  the  Library  Bureau  for  use  at  the 
central  headquarters  in  the  Finance  Building,  Philadelphia,  has  been 
repurchased  in  accordance  with  their  contract,  with  the  exception  of 
such  furniture  as  is  needed  in  the  five  rooms  on  the  seventh  floor  of 
the  Finance  Building,  retained  by  the  new  "Pennsylvania  Commis- 
sion of  Public  Welfare"  for  their  occupation. 

Also  various  grades  of  typewriters  have  been  repurchased  by  the 
L.  C.  Smith,  Underwood  and  Royal  Typewriter  Companies  in  accord- 
ance with  their  contracts,  excepting  such  typewriters  as  have  been 
retained  by  the  Public  Welfare  Commission. 

For  several  months  past  the  various  County  Councils,  Farm  Labor 
Bureaus,  Federal  Food  Administrators,  etc.,  have  been  directed  to 
forward  all  furniture  and  equipment,  the  property  of  the  Council  and 
Committee,  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Grounds  and  Buildings 
at  Harrisburg  and  his  acknowledgments  of  the  various  shipments 
received  are  on  file. 

A  miscellaneous  account  has  been  kept  of  small  sums  of  money 
received  for  the  sale  of  postage  stamps,  etc.,  to  employees  of  the  Coun- 
cil and  Committee  and  also  for  the  sale  of  waste  paper,  and  printed 
matter  that  became  obsolete  at  the  close  of  the  war.  A  record  has  also 
been  kept  and  receipts  obtained  of  all  expenditures  paid  out  of  this 
fund,  which  was  used  to  repurchase  postage  stamps,  pay  emergency 
outside  help  in  moving  furniture  from  floor  to  floor  and  room  to  room

in  the  Finance  Building,  Philadelphia,  while  establishing  offices  at  the 
beginning  of  the  w!ar  and  in  performing  similar  services  during  and 
at  the  close  of  the  war,  and  also  emergency  outside  help  for  miscella- 
neous purposes,  and  the  same  has  been  properly  audited  by  representa- 
tives of  the  Auditor  General's  office  and  balance  turned  over  to  him 
for  delivery  to  the  State  Treasurer,  as  shown  on  Exhibit  "B,"  which  is 
a  part  of  this  report.
